VI. PROCEDURE : 

A. Chief of Police 

1. The Chief of Police is appointed by the Mayor with the approval of the City Council 
and is reports to the City Manager. 

2. Has final authority and responsibility for the management, direction and control of 
the operations and administration of the Department. 
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3. Develops and proposes such programs and policies to the City Manager as 
necessary to maintain a modem efficient and effective Police Department. 

4. Is responsible for the day-to-day, internal operations of the department Develops, presents, 
and justifies budget estimates for Department operations; 

5. Submits an annual report to the City Manager outlining the operations and achievements of 
the Police Department; Assists in overall budget control. 

6. Develops and provides adequate training to the employees of the Department in 
order to maintain professional standards and conduct. 

B. Deputy Chief of Police 

1. The Chief of Police shall appoint a Deputy Chief of Police who answers direcdy to 
the Chief of Police. 

2. Acts on behalf of the Chief of Police in his/her absence. 

3. Will be assigned tasks/ and or assignments as deteimined by the Chief of Police. 

C. Captains 

1. The Chief of Police shall appoint a Captain over the Field Operations Division and 
the Investigations Divisions who answers directly to the Deputy Chief of Police and 
the Chief of Police. 

2. Commands at the division level 

3. Assists in overall budgetary control; 

4. Is responsible for the day to day, internal operations of the Department; 

5. Acts on behalf of the Chief of Police or Deputy Chief in their ab se n ce 

6. Will be assigned duties as needed.
